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REMARKS 

The Final Office Action of June 26, 2009 presents the examination of claims 1 1, 13, 14, 
17, 18, 20-24, 30, 32, 34-37 and 39. Claims 11, 13, 14, 17, 18, 20-24, 30 and 34 are allowed. 

Claim 32 remains rejected under 35 USC § 1 12, first paragraph, for alleged lack of 
enablement. The Examiner asserts that ACTH, BNP and PACAP are activators , not inhibitors, 
of adenylate cyclase activity. While Applicants submit that the teachings of the specification 
establish that these peptides are useful in either establishing or proliferating stem cells in culture, 
claim 32 has been canceled so as to move the present application forward toward allowance. 

Applicants reserve the right to file an application directed to the broader subject matter in 
an application filed pursuant to 35 USC § 120. 

Claims 35-37 and 39 are rejected under 35 USC § 1 12, second paragraph as being 
indefinite. The Examiner explains that the form of the claims is deficient in not clearly stating 
what additional components are recited in these claims compared to those from which they 
depend. Claims 35, 36 and 39 are amended to clarify these relationships. Claim 37 is canceled 
as substantially duplicating claim 39. 

The favorable action of allowance of the pending claims is requested.
